March 3, 1753, and was ralsed to Mas-
ter Mason Aug. 4, 1763. The entry on
the journal reads as follows:

4th August, 6762, which day, the
lodge belng presont, transactions of
the evening are: GOeorge Washington,
ralsed Mason, Thomas James entered
an apprentice.

Another Interesting bit of corrobora-
tion as to the existence of such a per-
son as George Washington Is the will
made by his mother.
